THE Medical Society in’Londdt havihg lately wrote to fe- 
véral practitioners in phyfic, ‘th «different parts of Europe, 
defiring an account of the late epidemic difeafe, called In- 
FLUENZAy, as it appeared ii; Hae fevétal diltriats or neigh- 
bourhoods, the following is uke fibftance ofa lewer fent to 
the Secretary of the faid Society, (in anfwer to one from 
him) giving an account of the faid difeafe, as it‘appeared in 
the fouth and fouth-weft parts of Northumberland, by Wil- 
liam Scott, M.D, of Stamfordham, in the faid “county : 


SIR, Stamfordbam, ( Northumberland) Sept. 1782. 
HE epidemic difeafe, commonly known by the name of 
Influenza, has appeared under two, or rather three, dif- 
ferent fhapes, in this neighbourhood. It broke liclt out’at New- 
caitle upon Tyne, in or abopt the firit,of June lait, and, ina 
very few days, -{ptead. over, all hid commty. Alt its firft ap- 
pearance, valt numbers were fcized with is,. almoft at the fame 
time ;-dnet ie appeareee vat ficlt- with iymproms fomewhiat tike 
what foie authors call the catarrbal feger, to wit, {nrezing, 
running at the nofe, heavinefs, heat, fever 5 pain of the head, 
back, breaft, &c. and ‘at times they complained alfo of pains 
and wearinefs over all the body, with a very troublefume cough, 
attended often with tighttefs ard oneafmefs at the brea’ ; ‘and 
fome few, at its firft appearance, had alfo ftitches in their fides. 
While it continued to haye thete appearances, which'was for 
betwixt three and four weeks, it was reared fomething in the 
conimon antiphlogiftic manner, to’ wir,, with bleeding more or 
lefs, as the [ymproms feemed to indi¢ate, cooling neutral medi- 
cines, fych.as nitr. decoét. antiemetic. (Decoét. Salin,) the
